hand fauple » that Tkatowe not what to tearme it : for he doth putrucly ſlander our 
dibice,aud that is no end aud purpaſe. To bis ſecond cauill I anſwere ing world,

infinite axe paide for by Chriſt. Nowe whether any fuch temporall payne remayy 
or 10, afterthe finge 1s rewittedy is aqyeRinnberweene vs: but taſay (as M. Py, 
doth) rhzt we be theſtadhe denie Godto-be God, for that we bold ſometen, 
porall puniſhment ofman tobe due , after pardon granted ofbis greater payne, 
moſt apparantly avery ſeuceleſſe aſſertion. As wide fromall reaſon is bis thirdiy, 
ance : That Gods mercy cannot be infinite, when by our owne ſatish 
ions weaddea ſupply to the ſatisfaftionof Chriſt. For if Chriſts moſtp, 
fett andfull ſatis fattion;cap well ſtand with Gods infinite mercy MG elſes 
hymaymans ſatis fattions: agree with it , which are infinitely leſſe they Chriſte, 
But the infinite riches'of Gods mercy appeareth eſpecially, inthat it pleaſed hin 
freely togine vnto vs ( ſomeane creatures and wreatched ſinners) his owne one 
deare Sonne,tobe our Redeemer and Sauiourgand both Chriſtss ſatisfattion & mn 
are rathertobe referred vnto Gods juſtice , then to bis mercy : wherefore veryyy 
ſkelfully doth M. Per. compare them with Gods mercy.'Neither is it poſdiblit 
diftill any quinteſſence of Atheiſme out of it , more then out of the' former-my, 
they. both vprightly weighed, are ſo farre of from Acheiſme , or derozating ay 
thing from Gods glory, that they ave much magnifie and aduance the ſame. Fi 
albeit we bold our good workgstove both meritorious and: ſatisfattory : yet doe 
teach the vertuv; value , and eſtimation of them ,to proceede wholy from. the'nue 
of Godin vs, whereby we be enabletand bolpentodoe them; and not duy parti 
the dignity aud worthyneſſe of the workes , to iſſue from the naturall faculty .orin 
duſtry of theman that doth them.
